The  following  explanations  may  help  those  looking  over 
the  Selectmens'  report  to  understand  them  more  clearly. 

Detail  12.  Under  this  detail  are  the  names  of  those  who 
drew  their  pay  direct  from  the  town,  and  under  Detail  13 
are  those  who  had  their  work  allowed  upon  their  taxes. 

Detail  14.  By  a  vote  of  the  Town  at  our  last  March  elec- 
tion there  was  raised  $3,000.00  for  repair  of  highways  and 
bridges,  and  $300.00  for  cutting  bushes,  making  a  total  of 
$3,300.00.  There  has  been  expended  $4,362.81  under  this 
detail.  This  does  not  include  the  full  amount  used,  as 
you  will  find  under  Detail  15,  nearly  every  item  is  for  ma- 
terial used  for  roads  and  bridges. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  our  roads  is  a  problem  which 
confronts  us  and  gives  us  a  subject  for  thought,  as  it  costs 
us  more  every  year  to  maintain  them,  and  our  roads  are  not 
improving  as  a  whole  over  town.  It  seems  we  get  more 
work  done  for  the  money  expended  in  some  sections  of  our 
town  than  in  others. 

Detail  21.  This  case  was  where  B.  A.  Maxfield,  Agent, 
was  owing  A.  J.  Lamprey  for  work  on  road  and  claims  he 
sent  it  to  him  by  Herman  Lamprey,  who  died  shortly  after. 
A.  J.  Lamprey  claimed  he  did  not  receive  his  pay  and  sued 
the  town  for  the  bill. 

This  was  tried  at  our  last  term  of  court  and  the  decision 
of  the  judge  was  that  the  town  had  the  bill  to  pay,  but  could 
recover  the  amount  from  Maxfield,  or  his  bondsmen.  This 
is  now  being  looked  after  by  the  Town's  attorney. 

Detail  23.     In  1923  the  Town  voted  to  raise  $651.00  for 
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permanent  road,  and  in  1924,  $642.00.  This  work  has  lo  be 
laid  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Division  Engineer, 
at  any  place  in  Town  thought  advisable  by  the  Selectmen. 

The  place  selected  was  about  one  mile  above  the  Iron  Works 
Village.  It  was  very  narrow  and  through  the  summer  sea- 
son there  were  repeated  reports  where  parties  came  near  hav- 
ing an  accident  from  being  run  into  by  autos,  as  the  high- 
way could  be  seen  but  a  short  distance  ahead. 

Detail  24.  The  amount  of  money  in  our  Town  Treasury 
usually  gets  low  about  the  month  of  July,  as  most  of  the 
taxes  are  paid  later  in  the  season,  and  for  a  few  years  past, 
the  Town  has  hired  money  from  the  bank.  This  year  they 
hired  $1,000.00,  which  has  been  paid.  The  use  of  same 
cost  the  town  $33.00. 

Detail  25.  We  have  paid  one  interest  bearing  order  this 
year  of  $512.63.  There  are  only  two  more  left  to  be  paid. 
These  orders  are  where  the  Town  in  past  years  hired  money 
of  individuals  and  gave  them  orders  bearing  interest  at  3%. 
Next  year  the  Town  should  be  able  to  pay  the  two  remaining 
orders. 

Detail  26.  Two  dollars  has  to  be  taken  from  every  five 
dollar  poll  tax  assessed  and  this  has  to  be  paid  over  to  the 
state.  1923  Special  Poll  tax  was  left  unpaid,  so  it  had  to 
be  paid  this  year.  We  have  also  paid  1924  Special  Poll 
tax. 

You  will  find  in  our  Town  Warrant  an  article  in  regard 
to  purchasing  a  road  machine.  A  number  of  years  ago 
the  Town  bought  three  light  machines.  One  has  become  use- 
less and  the  other  two  are  in  very  poor  condition.  Please 
think  this  over  and  act  accordingly  at  our  coming  election.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Gilmanton: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  second  annual  re- 
port as  superintendent  of  your  schools.  I  shall  aim  to  state 
briefly  some  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  and  to 
point  out  some  of  the  problems  to  be  met  in  the  near  future. 

Teaching  Force 
In  my  report  last  year  I  mentioned  the  changes  in  the 
teaching  force  from  the  previous  year.  We  were  indeed  fortu- 
nate to  have  no  changes  during  the  year.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  present  school  year  five  vacancies  existed:  Gilmanton 
Corner,  both  elementary  and  junior  high;  Smith  Meeting 
House;  Gale,  and  Jones'  Mills.  The  following  table  shows 
how  these  positions  were  filled:

Statistics. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  from  a  comparison  of  the  statistical 
report  which  follows  with  the  one  for  last  year  that  from 
1922-23  to  1923-24  (1)  the  average  time  schools  were  in  ses- 
sion increased  1,5  half  days,  and  (2)  the  per  cent  of  attend- 
ance increased  1.8  per  cent.  This  is  some  improvement  in  the 
actual  time  children  were  in  school,  but  the  per  cent  of  at- 
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tendance  is  still  considerably  below  the  state  average.  A 
greater  effort  should  be  made  by  all — parents,  teachers,  and 
pupils — to  have  children  in  school  more  regularly.  The 
'best  w'ork  cannot  be  done  by  the  teacher  when  one  pupil  out  of 
every  ten  is  absent  every  day,  nor  by  the  pupil  when  he  is 
absent  one  day  every  two  weeks.  No  grown  person  can  do 
so  much  in  nine  days  as  he  can  in  ten,  so  why  should  we  ex- 
pect our  children  to  do  so?  The  habits  they  form  now  will 
mean  success  or  failure  later:  right  habits  lead  to  success, 
wrong  habits  to  failure. 

This  year  I  have  included  in  the  statistical  report  the  num- 
ber of  visits  to  the  schools  by  citizens  and  by  the  superinten- 
dent. In  1922-23  the  total  number  of  visits  by  citizens  to  all 
schools  was  161,  and  in  1923-24,  234.  This  is  a  good  gain 
in  parent  interest.  An  interest  in  the  schools  expressed  by 
going  to  them  and  observing  the  work  done  by  the  children 
encourages  them  to  do  better.  In  1922-23  the  total  number 
of  visits  by  the  superintendent  to  all  schools  was  77,  and  in 
1923-24,  105,  an  increase  per  school  from  11  to  15. 

Promotion 
At  the  end  of  the  year  ten  pupils  were  promoted  to  Grade 
II;  nine  to  Grade  III;  fifteen  to  Grade  IV;  ten  to  Grade  V; 
eight  to  Grade  VI;  nine  to  Grade  VII;  eleven  to  Grade  VIII, 
and  five  to  high  school.  The  names  of  these  five  pupils  who 
completed  the  elementary  school  work  follow:  Robert  Hislop, 
Beulah  Wells,  Rena  Wells,  Beatrice  Willard,  and  Beulah 
Willard. 

Teachers'  Meetings 

At  the  regular  monthly  teachers'  meetings  held  during  the 
year  the  chief  problem  worked  upon  was  the  development  of 
a  detailed  curriculum,  or  program  of  studies,  for  our  schools. 
When  we  realize  tbat  the  curriculum  is  a  list,  or  series,  of 
activities  through  which  the  needs  of  life  are  satisfied,  ar- 
ranged in  that  sequence  which  fits  them  to  the  progressively 
expanding  interests   and   capacities   of   pupils — placing  those 
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activities  in  the  first  grade  which  first-grade  children  can 
experience  with  profit  and  satisfaction  in  meeting  their  needs, 
those  in  the  fourth  grade  meeting  the  needs  of  fourth-grade 
children,  and  so  on — we  get  an  idea  of  the  difficulty  of  the 
task.  The  question  of  the  content  of  the  subjects  was  con- 
sidered more  especially  than  that  of  methods  of  teaching. 

High  School 

The  program  of  studies  adopted  for  the  high  school  was 
approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  a  certified 
teacher,  Miss  Rosella  Whitney  of  Wilton,  was  employed.  Miss 
Wliitney  has  had  three  years  of  normal  school  training  and 
one  year  of  experience.  The  school  was  inspected  in  October 
by  Mr.  Walter  M.  May,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education, 
and  was  approved,  so  that  a  pupil  going  from  our  high  school 
could  enter  any  other  high  school  in  the  state  without  loss  of 
time.  Mr.  May  said  in  part  in  his  report  on  the  school,  "I 
was  much  pleased  with  the  earnest  boys  and  girls  in  this 
school  and  with  the  earnestness  of  the  teacher." 

Marking  System 

The  marking  system  adopted  and  put  into  effect  during 
the  year  is  scientifically  sound,  and  has  been  used  witih  satis- 
faction throughout  the  country.  By  this  system  the  mark 
given  a  pupil  is  based,  not  upon  some  arbitrary  standard  of 
perfection,  but  upon  what  he  accomplishes  as  compared  with 
what  other  pupils  accomplish  who  are  working  on  problems 
of  the  same  difficulty.  Scientific  investigation  has  shown 
that  about  seven  per  cent  of  all  pupils'  work  is  truly  "excel- 
lent"; twenty-four  per  cent  is  not  equal  to  the  best,  yet  is 
better  than  the  average  and  is  "Highly  satisfactory";  thirty- 
eight  per  cent  is  "average;"  twenty-four  per  cent  is  below 
average  and  "poor  but  passaible,"  and  seven  per  cent  is  un- 
satisfactory, very  poor  and  a  "failure."  These  five  groups 
of  work  are  marked  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E  respectively.  These 
letters  have  absolutely  no  connection  with  the  per  cents  in  the 
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old  percentage  system  of  marking,  but  they  show  what  group 
a  child  is  placed  in  according  to  the  quality  of  his  work 
as  compared  with  that  of  other  pupils  of  his  same  grade. 
For  example,  if  a  pupil  gets  a  mark  of  B  in  spelling  for  the 
month,  it  means  that  in  every  ordinary  group  of  one  hundred 
pupils  of  his  grade  about  twenty-three  others  do  about  the 
same  quality  of  work,  seven  do  considerably  better  and 
sixty-nine  do  less  well. 

Methods. 

Early  in  the  fall  of  1923  a  method  in  spelling  was  adopted 
that  was  entirely  different  from  the  one  formerly  in  use. 
There  are  two  important  features  of  the  method  now  in  use: 
(1)  testing  to  find  out  what  words  of  the  most  common  ones 
each  pupil  does  not  know  how  to  spell  and  having  the  pupil 
study  only  those  words,  and  (2 1  regular  testing  and  review 
of  words  previously  studied.  The  method  is  economical  be- 
cause a  pupil  spends  no  time  studying  words  he  will  seldom 
use  or  words  he  already  knows  how  to  spell,  and  it  is  thor- 
ough because  he  is  tested  five  times  on  every  one  of  the  ap- 
proximately six  hundred  words  for  his  grade — once  before 
he  studies  it,  twice  during  the  week  he  studies  it  first,  and 
twice  in  one  week  one  month  after  he  studied  it  first. 

In  reading,  the  Progressive  Road  to  Reading  method  has 
been  adopted.  This  method  makes  use  of  the  study  of  the 
sound  of  the  letters  and  groups  of  letters,  and  it  is  giving 
good'  results   in   oral   reading. 

In  geography,  the  Frye-Atwood  series  of  text  books  was 
adopted.  The  pupils  are  now  interested  in  learning,  not 
about  the  exact  location  and  population  of  unimportant  and' 
far  distant  towns  and  cities,  not  about  the  exact  height  of 
all  the  peaks  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  but  about  the  lives  of 
boys  and  girls,  and  men  and  women  in  neighboring  and 
typical  towns  and  cities,  and  about  the  effect  of  mountains, 
rivers,  valleys,  etc.,  upon  the  occupations  and  ideals  of  these 
people. 
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At  the  beginning  of  school  in  September,  1924,  several 
new  adoptions  were  made:  the  Houston  system  in  handwrit- 
ing, and  new  text  books  in  history  in  grades  five  and  six, 
and  in  language  in  grades  three  to  eig:ht. 

In  handwriting  the  arm  movement  is  insisted  upon  suf- 
ficently  to  insure  a  smooth  movement  of  the  hand  across  the 
page  and  an  uncramped  letter  formation.  Marked  improve- 
ment in  even  the  unsupervised  writing  is  already  noticeable. 

In  history  in  grades  five  and  six  we  are  endeavoring  to  give 
an  understanding  of  early  civilization  through  interesting 
stories  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  American  history  in  the  two 
upper  grades. 

In  language  we  are  focusing  our  efforts  primarily  on  the 
problem  of  the  correction  of  the  pupil's  habits  already  in- 
correctly formed  and  the  establishing  of  new  correct  habits, 
and  are  teaching  only  such  rules  and  technical  grammar  as  is 
necessary  for  the  pupil  to  properly  understand  these  habits. 
The  child  is  led  into  situations  w^here  he  is  likely  to  use  in- 
correct language  and  required  to  express  his  ideas  in  correct 
form.  We  firmly  believe  this  will  result  in  a  marked  im- 
provement in  the  pupil's  everyday  language  habits  and  in  his 
ability  to  express  himself. 

Repairs  and  Equipment 

The  installation  of  the  Kaustine  chemical  toilets  and  the 
thorough  cleaning  and  painting  of  the  walls  and  ceiling  at 
the  Smith  Meeting  House  schoolhouse  have  made  this  an 
attractive  building.  Its  chief  needs  now  are  (1)  the  rearrange- 
ment of  the  desks,  (2)  the  addition  of  a  few  new  desks,  and 
(3)  more  blackboard  space.  The  repairs  made  to  the  walls 
at  the  Iron  Works  have  greatly  improved  the  appearance  and 
lighting  conditions  of  that  room.  The  sixteen  new  single 
pedestal  desks  put  into  the  old  laboratory  at  the  Academy 
make  it  an  attractive  little  classroom  for  the  junior  high 
school.  The  furnace  put  into  the  basement  during  the  fall 
will  add  much  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  pupils  and 
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teachers  in  the  building.  The  lighting  and  seating  conditions 
in  the  room  used  by  the  elementary  school  should  be  im- 
proved in  the  near  future.  Other  repairs  needed  are:  Kelley's 
Corner,  walls  and  ceiling  painted;  Gale,  toilets  improved, 
new  blackboards,  floor  and  walls  painted,  and  ceiling  re- 
paired and  painted;  Smith  Meeting  House,  flag  pole.  With 
only  a  few  hundred  dollars  spent  each  year  for  these  things 
it  will  not  take  many  years  to  bring  our  schoolhouses  and 
equipment  up  to  standard. 

Summary 

In  summarizing,  the  main  accomplishments  of  the  past 
year  have  been  (1)  an  increase  in  the  actual  time  the  children 
are  in  school,  which  is  the  first  essential  of  school  improve- 
ment, (2)  the  establishment  of  an  approved  one-year  high 
school,  (3)  the  better  accommodation  of  pupils  in  school  by 
repairs,  new  equipment  and  alterations,  and  (4)  an  increase 
in  the  efl&ciency  of  the  instruction  because  of  the  careful 
study  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  through  teachers'  meetings 
of  the  selection  of  the  content  matter  of  the  subjects  taught 
and  of  the  methods  of  instruction.  The  main  problems  to  be 
met  in  the  near  future  are,  first,  the  continual  development  of 
a  program  of  studies,  or  curriculum,  for  the  schools,  worked 
out  in  detail  as  regards  both  content  and  method,  and,  sec- 
ond, the  further  improvement  of  the  physical  factors  of  the 
child's  school  environment  by  making  alterations  and  re- 
pairs, and  furnishing  new  equipment. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
loyal  support  of  the  School  Board,  the  teachers,  the  parents, 
and  the  pupils  in  the  work  of  the  schools  during  the  past 
year.  We  are  working  for  the  same  thing^the  education  of 
our  boys  and  girls — and  it  is  only  by  doing  in  co-operation 
that  we  can  accomplish  the  desired  end.
